When you're talking about John Denver 
“far out’ is the only phrase that fits. 

As all loyal Denver fans know, “far out" is 
John's favorite expression. In fact he set a 
world's record on TV by saying it 19 times in 
90 minutes. 

John's enthusiasm for life and the way he 
has of capturing his feelings in songs have 
made him a superstar. But he’s not like most 
people's idea of a superstar. He doesn't live 
in a Hollywood mansion or drive fancy cars. 
Instead, he lives quietly with his wife, Annie, 
not in the bustle of a city—but in the peace of 
Aspen, Colorado, in the Rocky Mountains. 


That's the way John expressed his feelings 
about coming to live in Colorado. The words 
are from one of his most famous songs, 
“Rocky Mountain High.” Maybe John has 
such special feelings about Aspen because 
as a kid he didn't live in one place long 
enough to really feel like it was home. John’s 
father was in the Air Force, and his family 
moved around a lot. Moving around was 
exciting—the family lived in Japan for a 
while. But it caused some problems for John 
when he was a kid. It was his music that 
helped solve those problems. 

‘When I was in the ninth grade we moved 
from Tucson, Arizona, to Montgomery, Ala- 
bama,"’ John remembered. “I started ninth 
grade one week after everyone else. I didn't 
know a single person there. I was 13 years 
old and I wanted people to like me. It was 
my guitar that introduced me to a lot of 
people.” 

John had first learned to play an old guitar 
that his grandmother had given him. Before 
too long, his parents got him a better guitar 
and he was on his way. 

Eventually, John went to New York. He 
tried out for a group called the Chad Mitchell 
Trio. Over 250 singers tried out for the job, 
and John got it. The Mitchell Trio sang folk 
music, and at this time, folk music was be- 
coming less popular. Before long, the group 


broke up—and John found that he was 
broke too. 

He started singing in small coffeehouses 
near colleges. “I'd sleep in the college 
dorms, and have my meals free in the cafe- 
teria.’ Before long, the crowds started get- 
ting bigger, and people began to talk about 
John Denver and his songs. Then Peter, 
Paul, and Mary recorded one of John’s songs 
—"Leaving on a Jet Plane’’—and John had 
his first hit. It was not too much later that he 
started recording and selling millions of 
records and playing to crowds of thousands 
in huge concert halls. 

Last summer, a Los Angeles newspaper 
announced a John Denver concert. The con- 
cert was sold out just 24 hours after the paper 
came out. People ran to the theater to line up 
for tickets. Some came the night before with 
sleeping bags! In all, there were 3,000 peo- 
ple in line when the ticket window opened! 

What makes John Denver so “far out’? 
What makes him so popular? "It’s just him,” 
said one fan. ‘He's very real. He makes you 
feel the feelings he’s singing about. There is 
nothing phoney about him.” 


“Country roads, take me home...” 


When John is on stage, he’s very open and 
sharing with his audience. He talks about 
Annie and the love he has for her. He talks 
about his home in the mountains and the 
things that are important to him. He doesn't 
mind thousands of people knowing about 
the way he lives. But when the concert is 
over and he goes home on those country 
roads, he wants his privacy. 

Unfortunately, some people do not realize 
how important this privacy is to him. People 
drive up the private road to his house. They 
go right past the sign that says:’Please do 
not bother us. You are not welcome here. 
Thank you,” and they barge right in. Once 
aman drove up with a whole carload of peo- 
ple. To make things worse, the car got a 
flat tire in John’s driveway. ‘And I ended 
up helping him fix it,’ John said. To John, 
his home in the mountains is more than just 


a pretty place—it's the place that he goes to 
“fill himself up” with feelings that he can put 
in his songs and then share with people. 
That's why he insists on his privacy. 


“I guess he’d rather be in Colorado...” 


Some people say that John writes and 
sings too much about Colorado and the 
Rocky Mountains. They say that he sounds 
as if Colorado is the only place in the world. 
But John says that’s not what he means at 
all. He thinks you can find your own Col- 
orado anywhere—the place and people 
and feelings that make you happy. "You 
just need to look inside yourself,” says John. 


“Sunshine on my shoulders makes me. 


happy...” 


As for John Denver, he knows what makes 
him happy. He summed it all up in the intro- 
duction he wrote for The John Denver Song 
Book. He wrote: See 
~ “Tlove the mountains, and I love to look 
at the stars. I love to laugh and I love to be 
with my friends. More than anything I love 
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singing for you. Thank you for listening.”

Parapsychologists, the 
people who study ESP, are doing experi- 
ments and laboratory tests to prove that 
such a thing really does exist. At the same 
time, thousands of ‘unusual’ experiences 
are reported to research institutes every 
day. It's weird. It's eerie. It's unbelievable, 
and yet, how else can you explain... 

“One afternoon I went to see a movie,” 
said a woman from Memphis. “AsI went into 
the theater I got a sudden feeling that some- 
thing was burning at home. The feeling got 
stronger and stronger until I couldn't stand 
it anymore. I had to leave the movie. When 
I got within a mile of my house, I saw the 
fields all black and smoking. Someone had 
thrown a lighted match in a field and started 
a fire. It took the fire department and fifty 
volunteers to save my home.” 

Was this ESP? 

A woman from Australia, who had an 
ESP type of experience, said, “If machines, 
such as television and radio, can receive 


and transmit events from far away, why not 
the human being? We are more sensitive 
than machines.’ 

And, believe it or not, you have a very 
good chance of having ESP just because 
you are not an adult yet. Tests have shown 
that your attitude has a lot to do with your 
ability to have an ESP experience. Older 
people often don't believe in such powers 
as easily as young people. A television must 
be tuned in to the right channel to receive 
a particular program. The mind must also be 
tuned in and open for reception! Perhaps 
thatcan account for... 

"The memory of the experience sends 
chills up and down my spine. It happened 
one night when I was eleven,” said Tom. “I 
woke suddenly and sat up in bed. There 
above me, hanging in the darkness, was a 


face. It was normal size, but surrounded by 


a white cloud or haze. I was terrified as it 
came closer and closer to me, grinning 
cruelly. As it got nearer, I pulled back and 
was gasping for breath when as suddenly 
as it appeared, it disappeared! I was badly 
frightened and got back under the covers. 


"T didn't mention it to my parents until I 
overheard my father telling my mother his 


- experience of the night before. It was the 
same experience as mine!” 


Was this ESP? Or could it have been a co- 
incidence occurring because of something 
both the father and child had seen that day? 

Many people report experiences like these 
—but there is no way to tell if the person is 
telling the whole truth. That is why scientists 
have tried to get people to have ESP ex- 
periences in a laboratory—where they can 
watch and record all the results. 

One of the most interesting tests—and one 
of the first-—was done in England almost 100 
years ago. In this test, two girls seemed to be 
able to transfer thought pictures to one an- 
other. One girl sat in a corner blindfolded. 
The other girl drew a picture which the test- 
ers called the target picture. Both girls con- 
centrated very hard, and after a while, the 
blindfolded girl drew what she thought the 
picture looked like. You can see how well a 
girl named Jane did by looking at the pic- 
tures below. The results may surprise you! 


People aren't the only ones who have 
strange experiences. Animals might have 
__ ESP too! There are hundreds of stories of pet 
_ cats and dogs left behind when their owners 
move to new homes. Weeks, months, even

times hundreds of miles away! 

‘Does ESP tell animals the way? Or is it 
just a keen sense of smell that leads them in 
the right direction? 

Some call it “coincidence.” Others label it 
““women'sintuition,” a" hunch,” “blind luck,” 
or just plain “chance.” J. B. Rhine, head of 
the Parapsychological Laboratory at Duke 
University, believes it's more than coinci- 
dence, and he has devised ways of testing 
for ESP. One of these tests is called Basic 
Technique or BT and is easy enough for you 
to try on yourself. All you need are a deck 
of cards, a pencil and paper for scoring, and 
a friend to help you. Sit in a quiet room and 
make yourselves comfortable. Now you are 
ready to find out if you have the power! 


1. Choose 20 cards, 5 of each suit. 

2.Have your friend, the tester, shuffle 
those 20 cards and place the stack face- 
down on the table. 

3. Concentrate hard on the deck and 
guess what kind of card is on top—heart, 
club, spade, or diamond. 

4. The tester looks at the card and writes 
down what it is as well as what you guessed 
it is. He then removes the card without tell- 
ing you what it is. 

5. Repeat this until all 20 cards have been 
guessed and recorded. Then start over and 
repeat the entire process four more times. 

6. Add up your score of correct guesses. 
Just by chance you should be able to make 
29 correct guesses. But only one out of 20 
people make 34 correct guesses. One out of 
100 make 36 correct guesses, and only one 
out of 1,000 are able to get 40 correct! If your 
score falls between 25 and 40 you may be 
very special indeed! You may have ESP!

Dynamite’s Guide 
to Buying Wheel Estate 


A sound investment for any bike is a horn. Give 
a hoot with a bugle horn or come in loud and clear 
with a buzz from a battery-operated horn. If you 
prefer some-ding with a nicer ring to it, try a bell. 

Bicycles should be seen as well as heard. There 
are as many different kinds of lights to brighten 
your bike path as there are places to put them. 

If a light attached to your handlebars is too much 
to handle, try on a snap-on bike light that attaches 
to the frame. If you run into an energy crisis, a 
generator light that doesn’t need batteries would 
be a current idea. Another flashy item that lets 
everyone know where you’re going is a pair of bike 
turn signals. 

When it gets dark, being seen is nothing to make 
light of so the bike companies have come up with 
some bright ideas. A bike flag that glows in the dark 
is a must for night riders. So are reflectors. They 
come in all sizes and shapes, so snap some onto your 
spokes or underneath your seat, or use special 
reflectors that attach to the hubs of your wheels. 
Soon to be seen is a new kind of tire that glows in 


the dark like a reflector. 

If your bike looks too soft-spoken, ‘“‘Spokey color 
clips” really round out your accessory collection. 
You can turn your handlebars into a truly gripping 
experience with different colored handlebar tape or 
streamers. To cover your hand-brake levers, plastic 
brake grips are something to get hold of. 

Long distance riders will find a water bottle a 
good idea. When you decide to hit the road, or if 
you just want to ride to school and you need 
something to carry your gear in, there are all sizes 
and shapes of baskets and saddlebags to 
choose from. 

If you still have room left and your bike doesn’t 
weigh as much as a truck, try squeezing a 
speedometer onto your handlebars. It can tell you 
how fast and how many miles you’ve ridden. And 
last but not least, if you don’t want your cycling to 
fall flat, get a pump, if your bike doesn’t already 
have one. 

So get in gear and check out your local wheeler- 
dealer for the latest in bike accessories.

bows to the east in honor of the Right Hon- _Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the 
ourable Sir Frederick Arthur, Lord Stanley Bath. Or as his friends called him, just plain 
of Preston, in the County of Lancaster,inthe Freddy. 


Back in 1893, old Lord Fred changed the 
course of hockey when he shelled out $48.67 
for a small silver bow] lined with gold. Since 
then, the best hockey teams in the world 
have competed for the Stanley Cup. (Why 
not the Freddy Cup?) 

They still use the original cup today— 
with a few minor changes (costing another 
$15,000!). New sections have been added to 
the base ($6,000) and the names of the win- 
ning players are engraved on the trophy 
(around $150 a year). 

Some pretty weird things have happened 
to the Stanley Cup over the years. For ex- 
ample... In 1905, the Dawson City Klondik- 
ers from the far-off Yukon Territory chal- 


lenged the Ottawa Silver Seven for the Cup. . 


(That's the way it worked in the good old 
days.) 

Unfortunately, Dawson City was 4,500 
miles away from Ottawa. The jet plane 
hadn't been invented yet. And the railroad 
didn't reach the Yukon. So the Klondikers 
set off by dog sled! The temperatures were 
well below zero and most of the players suf- 
fered from frostbite. Then they missed the 
boat from Seattle to Vancouver, which 
caused a five-day delay. Finally they rode 
the train across Canada to Ottawa, the end 
‘of an unbelievable 23-day trip. 

Desire! Determination! Forget it! They 
rested for one day. Then they lost the first 
game, 9-2. In the second and deciding game, 
disaster! The Ottawa Silver Seven mur- 
dered the Klondikers, 23-3. 

The Ottawa fans were delighted at their 
team’s victory. They held a big celebration 
in their honor. On the way home, the team 
decided to play football with the Stanley 
Cup. One player finished the game by kick- 
ing it into a nearby canal. 

When the player, Harry Smith, awoke the 
next morning, he realized what he had done. 
Quickly he dashed to the canal. As luck 
would have it, the Cup was safe, ifnot warm, 
on dry land just at the edge of the water. 

The next year, the trophy was won by the 


Montreal Wanderers. The proud winners 
wandered off to a photographer's studio for 
ateam picture, with the Cup. 

With the final snapshot taken, the players 
took off. But no one remembered to take the 
Stanley Cup. A cleaning woman found it 
and decided it would make a lovely bowl 
for planting flowers. She took it home—and 
turned the Cup into the world’s most famous 
planter. 

It took months for the team to realize the 
Cup was missing. Then someone remem- 
bered that day in the photo studio. They 
checked and quickly discovered that the 
Stanley Cup was full of geraniums in the 
cleaning woman's living room! 

The Montreal Canadiens have won the 
Cup 18 times—more than any other team. 

And the Montreal fans seem to love the 
Stanley Cup even more than the players. 
For some selfish reason, they feel that the 
Cup should always be in their city. 

Somehow, the Chicago Black Hawks man- 
aged to win the 1961 championship. That 
meant that the Cup would be displayed in 
Chicago Stadium through 1962. That was 
more than one Canadien fan could take. 

He walked up to the display case contain- 
ing the Cup. He looked it over carefully. 
Then, quickly, he opened the glass case and 
snatched the shiny trophy. 

No alarm sounded. No sirens blared. Noth- 
ing. The fan kidnapped the Stanley Cup! 

He was just a few steps from the stadium 
doors when a policeman stopped him. 
‘Where do you think you're going with the 
Stanley Cup?” asked the cop. 

“I'm taking it back to Montreal, where it 
belongs!’” answered the fan. The officer 
didn't agree, and the Cup was put back in 
the case. 

Right now the Stanley Cup belongs to the 
Philadelphia Flyers. The proud Philadelphi- 
ans intend to keep it. But 17 other teams may

Would You Buy A Used Car From This Kid? 


Just when you sit down to enjoy your fa-. 


vorite television program, they get on the air 
and try to sell you toothpaste, sneakers, yo- 
gurt, pancake syrup, turkey stuffing.... And 
you never bought their “innocent kids” act, 
right? Why are they doing this to you? Well 
they have some pretty good reasons. And 
here to tell you why they joined the ‘com- 
mercial conspiracy” are two of its biggest 
stars—MATTHEW ANTON and SHELLY 
BRUCE! Give them a big hand, folks. 

Matthew Anton is ten, but he’s been in 
the “business” since he was five. 

“My first commercial was for Colgate 
toothpaste. It was also my first audition. I 
had to say, ‘I got tough teeth.’” 

For those of you who don’t know what an 
audition is like, let Matthew tell you about 
it: “My father calls them the cattle calls. 
You've got to imagine hundreds of kids try- 
ing out for the same part. It's part of the nor- 
mal routine of getting a commercial. Some 
kids go to auditions and they're really tense 
and nervous. That's what the people who 
decide don't like. You go into a separate 
room with them and say the lines they give 
you. Then they say, ‘Say it a little bit hap- 
pier.’ So you do it again—until they like it.” 

Shelly Bruce (whose real name is Michelle 
Merklinghaus) is a ten year old who sings, 
dances, acts, plays piano, performs acro- 
batics, and figure skates. 


One of her favorite commercials was for 
Stove Top Stuffing (try saying that fast!). 
“Some commercials are fun; some of them 
are real hard. The one for Stove Top was fun 
because we had to tackle the father. He 
would drop his suitcase and go down on his 
knees. Since we had to do it over again 
many times, we took a lot of breaks because 
we were all sweaty.” 

Sometimes commercials are not fun be- 
cause they have to be done again and 
again until the actors feel like they're losing 
their minds. "I did a commercial that we had 
to do a hundred and something times. 

“My friends make a big deal over my com- 
mercials,”’ Shelly laughs in embarrassment. 
“I want to be like everybody else. I don’t 
want to be, you know, special. But it’s hard.” 

“When the kids first find out about my 
commercials, it's a big thing,” Matthew 
agrees. But then after they get to know me, 
it doesn't make any difference. We're kids 
and we like each other. I mean, sometimes 
we have fights. Kids can get pretty low with 
insults. But they don't insult and put down 
what you are and what you can’t change. 
Like, nobody insults me except once in a 
while about my acting. But when they do 
that, I put down something about them.” 

Shelly and Matthew get out of school a lot 
because of their acting, but they probably 


have more work than most kids. For one 


thing, they have to become pretty good at 
memorizing so they can learn their lines. 

“Once you get the hang of memorizing 
things,” Shelly says, “it's not so bad. When 
I'm doing commercials, my mother helps me. 
You have to get one line at a time. Then you 
work on the next line and the first line. My 
mother tests me.” 

Matthew doesn’t find memorizing the lines 
too difficult. “Usually in commercials, you 
don't really blab your head off. You just 
have a few lines. But when you make a 
mistake and the cameras are rolling, you 
shouldn't stop. You should just go on with it. 
Once I did something by accident and the 
director flipped for it!’ 

Matthew, who has been in a play by 
Shakespeare, a soap opera, a Broadway 
musical, a TV pilot, and over 45 com- 
mercials, wants to keep on acting. He's 
getting a bit old for the “kid” category 
(according to him), and he hopes to 
play teenagers soon. "I thought I may 
want to be an astronaut. Then my 
mother told me that you had

to be a great math student to be an astro- 
naut. ...

With her singing, dancing, piano and ice 


skating lessons, it’s amazing that Shelly has . 


any time for herself. “It's such fun,” she in- 
sists. “I want to continue acting in commer- 
cials. If not, maybe I'll try to be a figure 
skater.” 

These two talented and hard-working kids 
are making it in an adult world—seeing 
managers, going up for auditions, and earn- 
ing money. Every time their commercial is 
shown, they receive a check. If the commer- 
cial is shown on TV a lot, they can make as 
much as $6,000 on one commercial! Most 
of their money, though, is being saved for 
college. 

So the next time you see one of them on 
the tube, telling you how great something is, 
remember they might have had to practice 
their lines a hundred times and give the kids 
a break—watch for a few seconds before 
you head for the refrigerator!
